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Politicking Students 


At least one college has declined to lend it$ support 
to the latest wrinkle in the student m ov em ent—the sus­ 
pension of classes prior to the Nov ember elections to 
allow students to work in political cam paigns. 
In a position paper adopted by the faculty of Lafay ette 
College in Easton. Pa., and to be sent to all Lafay ette stu­ 
dents. a number of reasons are giv en for the decision not 
to join those educational institutions planning to grant 


“ released tim e.” 
Tf released time for political activ ity is considered 
desirable, all segm ents of our society should hav e this 
freedom, the faculty argues. 
“ Giv ing students released 
time can easily prov oke resentment on behalf of the other 
mem bers of the com munity who do not hav e the lux ­ 


ury of such free tim e.” 
This is a dubious objection. 
Young people hav e al­ 
way s enjoy ed lux uries and leisures denied to their eld­ 
ers. The sight of kids directing som e of their free time 
into constructiv e activ ity should hardly prov oke resent­ 


ment. 
Howev er, the paper reaches sounder ground as it 


goes on: 
There is a need for greater political participation by 
all Americans, states the faculty , but this should be a 
continuing concern rather than one left to a short period 
of “ intense activ ity .” 
Students should be encouraged to participate in politi­ 
cal activ ities on the sam e basis as other citizens, who 
are generally ex pected to carry on this work in addition 
to their normal responsibilities. 
“ This . . . 
nonprofes­ 
sional approach . . . has been considered a strength of 
our political process.” 
During nonpresidential election y ears, such as this 
y ear, students would be most effectiv e working in their 
hom e communities. But this is impractical in a released 
tim e arrangem ent as it would entail unanticipated trav el 
ex pense and dislocation. 
A m ajority of students would not participate in politi­ 
cal activ ities ev en if classes were suspended. 
There 
would be no benefit to the college or to the community 
to hav e these students and the college plant idle during 
the period of suspension. 
At som e colleges this fall, the interests of the majority 
will again be put aside to accom modate the desires of 
an activ ist minority . Lafay ette College is one of those 
which has taken a stand against the trend and said, 
“ Not on this cam pus.” 
These day s, that's worth reporting. 


Vietnam Conference 


Secretary General U Thant of the United Nations 
would conv ene a 15 nation conference of all concerned in 
the Indochina war in a major effort to end the struggle. 
He put out feelers for such a conference through diplo­ 
m atic channels last month. 
He is encouraged because 
he has no rejections. 
U Thant env isions a conference of all the powers 
fighting in Cambodia and Laos as well as in Vietnam. 
This recognizes the fact that the war is an Indochina 
war, not simply a Vietnam war, that all three states of 
Indochina are equally inv olv ed. North Vietnam had long 
m ade it such a conflict by occupy ing from a third to a 
half of Laos and by using Cambodia as a sanctuary , as 
well as inv ading South Vietnam. 
It is possible that a conference of all the elem ents in­ 
v olv ed in the peninsula wars could find accommodations. 
The United States would not only accept such a settle­ 
ment. but would help m ake it stand up with financial 
and economic help to all sides to help enforce the peace.

abroad —- not only in Vietnam 
but 
every where 
else 
that 
trouble may arise — ap p ear 
to be p lainly in violation of 
the Constitution. Congress has 
no right to sp ecify how the 
tasks of the Commander in- 
Chief of the armed services 
shall he p erformed. 
T h e 
latest 
p rop osal, 
however, 
has 
sp ecified 
how 
U.S. forces can be committed 
to combat hereafter in the 
absence of a declaration of 
war. It states four p ossible 
contingencies: 
to 
rep ulse 
a 
sudden attack on the United 
States or its p ossessions, to 
rep el 
any 
hostile 
op eration 
against 
our 
arm ed 
forces 
legally 
stationed 
abroad, 
to 
p rotect the lives and p rop erty 
of American citizens abroad, 
and to comp ly with a national 
com mitm ent taken by p ositive 
action of Congress and the 
President. In these instances, 
the 
bill 
would 
make 
the 
military op erations dep endent 
up on affirmative action being 
taken 
by 
the 
Congress 
to 
sustain action bey ond 30 day s, 
and the Congress would have 
the p ower to cut the 30 day 
p eriod short. 
This usurp ation of authority 
over the Commander-in-Chief 
is certainly not in consonance

there has been no declaration

and analyses of the recent dis­ 
ru ptions at the State University 
College at New Paltz that two of 
the m ajor issu es involved are in 
danger of b eing ob scu red. This 
is all the more u nfortu nate since 
we b elieve that these issu es will 
continu e to b e im portant. 
Nu m erou s facu lty m em b ers, 
and stu dents b oth gradu ate and 
u ndergradu ate know that disru p 
tors m ade it im possib e for them 
to m eet their classes on May 5 
and 6. A college facu lty m eeting 
was held on May 7 in a strike 
b ou nd Main Bu ilding at which 
the facu lty adopted resolu tions 
and passed motions which, in 
ou r opinion, were m ore the re 
su it of the em otional pressu res 
than the thou ghtfu l actions of 
edu cators. One of these resolu 
tions expressed facu lty approval 
of the methods as well as the 
m otives of the strikers, even 
thou gh those m ethods inclu ded 
seizu re of b u ildings, disru ption 
of classes, and the theft of pu b 
lie property. Some m ay have 
considered this a cheap price to 
pay for peace. Bu t the storm is 
not over. There will b e new dis 
ru ptions and adm inistrators and 
facu lty will b e called on to pay 
a still higher price for peace 
The grou ndwork has b een laid 
for 
continu ing 
b lackm ail. 
A 
steady escalation of dem ands, 
hacked b y the threa t of vio­ 
lence, will call forth still more 
appeasem ent. In the Mid. it m ay 
well destroy the college as an 
institu tion o f learning. The neo- 
fascism of today's New Left 
threatens the integrity of the

as

threatened b y the neo fascism 
of M cCarthyism in the 1950s. 
Du ring the recent crisis at 
New P altz some adm inistrators 
and facu lty m em b ers declared 
that the tru e fu nction of the col­ 
lege is to act as a political in­ 
stitu tion, directing its efforts to 
achieve specific political goals.
